In a funeral parlor in Dallas, 
Texas, a young man about nine- 
teen or twenty stood by the cas- 
ket of his father.

But oh, how 
much happier I would be if I had 
only heard him pray at least 
once!” 


That son felt, as most other 
sons and daughters would, that if 
a father and mother were very 
good Christians they would pray

for their children. 


Luke 9:18 is a strange verse. 
It says about the Saviour, “And 
it came to pass, as he was alone 
praying, his disciples were with 
him: and he asked them, saying, 
Whom say the people that I am?” 
When Jesus was alone, that is, 
away from the multitude, and in 
secret prayer, His disciples were 
with Him. The relationship of the 
Saviour and His disciples was so 
intimate that He could count 
Himself alone while they were 
with Him, And in some sense oth- 
er members of a family ought to 
be able to enter into the prayer 
life of the father and mother. 
Prayer at home is not like prayer 
in a public church service. It is 
more intimate, more personal, and 
is more easily shared by the other 
members of the family than by 
outsiders.

But thou, when thou 
prayest, enter into thy closet, and 
when thou hast shut thy door, 
pray to thy Father which is in 
secret; and thy Father’ which 
seeth in secret shall reward thee 
openly. But when ye pray, use 
not vain repetitions, as the heath- 
en do: for they think that they 
Shall be heard for their much 
speaking” (Matt. 6:5-7). 

Here is a clear doctrine of 
prayer. Prayer must not be done 
for public show, must not be in- 
tended primarily for the ears of

others, Prayers must not be vain 
repetitions, as the heathen have. 
But prayer ought to be the honest 
heart cry of a soul, particularly 
of a Christian, asking his Heaven- 
ly Father for what he needs and 
desires. So Jesus teaches that 


prayer ought often, nay usually, 
to be secret prayer. Only the man 
who prays much in secret can be 
trusted to pray honestly in public, 
without special regard to what

Surely this is not a representa- 
tive coverage of American infor- 
mation about the Fourth of July, 
but it is nonetheless amazing that 
it could be true even in this single 
instance. It is indeed tragic that 
our American forefathers should 
pay such a high price in blood to 
provide freedom apparently so 
completely unappreciated. 


Yet one wonders what kind of 
response a Similar telephone sur- 
vey would receive relative to the 
celebration of Christmas or Eas- 
ter. A price that staggered  hu- 
manity was paid at Calvary, yet 
the average American shows lit- 
tle or no appreciation to the One 
who provided so great a salva- 
tion through.the sacrifice of Him- 
self. The purpose of the Lord’s 
Supper, as you will recall, is to 
keep the memory of that price 
before the believer constantly. The 
Saviour expressed it, “This do i 
remembrance of me” (I Cor. 11: 
24, 25), and Paul added, “For as 
often as ye eat this bread, and 
drink this cup, ye do shew the 
Lord’s death till he come” (1 Cor. 
11:26).

THE STORY OF THE LITTLE LOST LAMB 


Based on Luke 15:1-7 


Once upon a time there was a 
shepherd who had a_ hundred 
sheep. He loved every one and 
knew every one by name. Every 
morning he opened wide the gate 
of the little sheepfold, where they 
stayed at night, and, gently calling 
to them, led them up the hillside 
where they could find plenty of 
fresh, sweet grass to eat.

Many times in the Bible God 
uses the illustration of sheep and 
a shepherd to teach us about our 
relationship to God. Can you 
think 6f some verses that tell us 
about this besides this week’s 
memory verse? 

You probably are thinking about 
the same one I am thinking~about 
—Isaiah 53:6: “All we like sheep 
have gone astray; we have turned 
every one to his own way.” Sheep 
are very strange animals in some 
Ways. For one thing, sheep have 
to have a shepherd to lead them.

And from the scores of 
letters I have received using al- 
mgst this same language, it is easy 
to trace this source of infection, 
this stirring up of malice and 
abuse. 

A year or so ago, the language 
was usually ‘Pharisees’ and it 
was said that I did not love mod- 
ernists as I ought, or those who 
support modernists. And the let- 
ters from others followed their 
idol in this matter. 

Let every Christian watch his 
heart lest it be infected with bit- 
terness and slander and abuse. 

Why cannot good Christians 
simply face Bible problems on 
the basis of what the Bible says? 
Why accuse and slander people 
who are trying to do right and 
are keeping their solemn ordina- 
tion vows and defending Christ 
and the Bible? Why not instead 
face the Scriptures? 

‘It is a poor argument for yoking 
up with modernists if the only de- 
fense compromisers have is_ to 
slander those who try to obey their 
understanding of the Word of God. 

We hope every reader will pray- 
erfully search his heart, keep out 
bitterness, and make sure you do 
not follow others and be infected 
with such practices and attitudes 
and language.

executive board, elected the voting 
board and the co-operating board, 
and attended to other matters of 
business, Primarily it was a time 
of praise and fellowship. A _ re- 
markable year of blessing was re- 
ported. While some major univer- 
sities lose as many as thirty per 
cent of the freshman class in the 
first semester, Bob Jones Univer- 
sity lost less than three per cent 
of its student body, and a wonder- 
ful year of harmony and devotion 
and faithfulness on the part of 
students, faculty, and staff was 
reported.

Paul Heard the 
Macedonian Cry 


Today we at the Scott Mission 
hear the cries of many behind the 
Iron Curtain: —in Poland, Yugo- 
slavia, Hungary as well as from 
Democratic Israel. 

Here is a request from Hun- 
gary. This letter was translated by 
one of our workers who has a 
good knowledge of the Hungarian 
language. 

Budapest, April 20, 1959. 
“To the praiseworthy Social Dept. 
of the Scott Mission in Toronto: 

“I owe your esteemed address to 
a befriended family who lives in 
Canada. I turn myself to the com- 
mendable Mission asking for help. 

“T am 38 years old, was married 
in 1940, but my husband by force 
had to join the Labour-Service 
(Arbeitsdienst) already the next 
year and was killed by the troop 
inspectors in 1944, I myself was 
deported - to Bergen-Belsen and 
after the liberation I was sent, 60 
lbs. of weight, to Sweden where 
I stayed for 3 years and returned 
—not completely healed—in 1948 
to Budapest. The news of the 
death of my dear husband and the 
tortures I had suffered caused my 
mental breakdown. I was during 
the next years 5 times in Mental 
Hospitals for 6 to 26 months, the 
last time 1954-57. I was released 
as nearly healed but I can’t do 
hard work, neither am I able to 
do office work. I receive 140 For- 
int monthly as Widow’s Pension 
and I earn 100-120 Forint weekly 
by delivering papers. But this is 
too little to live on and the sup- 
port from friends and relations is 
getting more and more rare. 

“I ask the Mission to help me in 
this way, a clothing parcel can 
weigh up to 15-18 lbs. but it 
should not contain any groceries, 
canned food or new, not used, 
things.” signed Mrs. “X”’. 

Scores of such tragic and urgent 
appeals come to us from overseas. 

In addition, an average of 600 
men, women and children come to 
Scott Mission daily. Evangelistic 
services are held Wednesday aft- 
ernoon and Thursday afternoon. 
Children’s service is held Friday, 
4:00-5:00 p.m., and at 8:00 p.m. 
evangelistic meeting: Saturday, 

‘00 p.m., All Nations meeting for 
new comers and immigrants from 
foreign countries; Sunday morn- 
ing, evangelistic services, and Sun- 
day afternoon Sunday School with 
an average attendance of 250 chil- 
dren, There are 400 names on the 
roll.

Now, how shall God fill up His 
hotise @xcept by subtracting from 
this world? The continent of 
Heaven is to be peopled from the 
Surrounding islands. If so, I can 
understand why God should take 
our young brother rather than 
some of his comrades not half so 
useful, and my sister rather than 
a thousand women who are of no 
Christian service. 

Why, in almost all cases it is 
the loveliest one of the family 
that is transported. Heaven wants 
the best. Why should not the 
great capital of the universe have 
the pick of everything? The half- 
and-half Christians will get into 
glory, but they need be kept here 
a good while yet for polishing. 
Those who are ready God takes. 
The earlier inhabitants of a place 
make the greatest impression up- 
on its future’ character, and so 
Heaven ought to have the best 
first. 

Besides that, if there were a 
shipwreck, and you went out with 
a lifeboat, and you find some of 
your friends clinging to the hulk, 
you would be apt to take them 
ashore first. God seems to set His 
special love on some; and when He 
finds them shivering amid this 
world’s temptations and. sorrows, 
He first lifts them out of the 
breakers. 

Oh, weep not for the Christian 
dead! If they go through long 
sickness, in which there is oppor- 
tunity for parting admonition, 
thank God for that. But if by 
sudden transition, and they have 
not a moment of consciousness, 
thank God that they escape the 
exhaustion of sickness, and that 
from the health of earth they 
stepped into the health of Heaven. 
Long not for the last words that 
were not spoken. 

If the life has been right, the 
death cannot be wrong. If the 
banquet has been rich, it matters 
not how the lights are turned out 
at the close. So many of our 
friends have gone over the stream 
we shall all want to go there too. 
Heaven is getting to me to be a 
very matter-of-fact Heaven. Our 
friends going in forget to shut the 
door after them. From the cold 
snowbank of the grave I pluck this 
crocus: Those who sleep in Jesus 
will God bring with Him.

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others think of his prayer. Secret 
prayer is absolutely essential to 
the happiest and most prosperous 
Christian life. 

This does not mean that it is 
wrong to pray in public, or wrong 
to join with others in prayer. We 
are given precious promises about 
where two or three shall agree in 
prayer. We have many Bible ex- 
amples of where Jesus and others 
prayed in public. But prayer can 
be kept on a spiritually honest 
basis only as one prays much in 
secret. 


If the father and mother are to 
lead their children aright in their 
devotions, then they must have 
special strength and grace, and 
they ought to talk to God in pri- 
vate before they lead their chil- 
dren in the public family worship. 
Necessarily the father and mother 
have problems that are too inti- 
mate and too deep for the under- 
standing of little children. Every 
Christian, whether young or old, 
needs a time of waiting upon God, 
a time with his Bible and in pray- 
er. 
The ideal time for this morning 
watch, this time of secret devo- 
tion, is on first arising. The evan- 
gelist, D. L. Moody, had a custom 
of arising at four o’clock in the 
morning for a time of Bible study 
and prayer alone before anyone 
else in the family was stirring. 
For those who find it hard to take 
time for secret devotion, a mis- 
sionary some years ago suggested 
a simple motto of four words 
which will settle that matter for 
any Christian if he takes them as 
a solemn vow to God. “No Bible, 
‘no breakfast!” was that motto. 
Those who do not have time to 
read the Bible and pray do not 
have time to eat. A Christian 
needs a time alone with God for 
his prayer, for his confession, for 
a little memory work, or for sweet 
meditation on the Word of God 
in claiming promises. 

Ralph Cushman has said: 


I Met God in the Morning 


I met God in the morning 
When the day was.at its best, 
And His presence came like glory 
Of the sunrise in my breast. 


All day long the Presence lingered, 
All day long He stayed with 
me, 
And we sailed in perfect calmness 
O’er a very troubled sea. 


Other ships were blown and bat- 
tered,

Then I thought of other mornings, 
With a keen remorse of mind, 
When I too, had loosed the moor-

And I think I know the secret, 
Learned from many a troubled 


way: 
You must seek God in the morn- 
ing 
If you want Him through the 
day. 


Only this morning my private 
Bible study in the first two chap- 
ters in John yielded two remark- 
able lessons that I had never seen 
before, and how sweet they were 
to my heart! And one who prays 
alone will pray about things that 
he dare not ask for in the pres- 
ence of others, no matter how 
close and dear they are. 


Even the children of the family 
Who are Christians ought to be 
taught to have private devotions. 
Perhaps they ought to have sug- 
gestions about it. A mother may 
set her children to learning the 
Twenty-Third Psalm, the Beati- 
tudes, the Lord’s Prayer, or the 
Ten Commandments. Or she may 
give a list of verses and have one 
verse learned each morning, and 
have it repeated to her later in 
the day or at the family worship 
period. Perhaps some of the chil- 
dren will find especially precious 
the little book called Daily Light, 
with a collection of Scriptures for 
every day on special topics. Some 
members of the family will like 
Mrs, Cowman’s book, Streams in 
the Desert. It gives for each day 
in the year a verse of Scripture,

comment by some famous preach- 
er, and a sweet poem that com- 
forts and blesses. But each indi- 
vidual who is a Christian ought 
to be encouraged to have his little 
quiet time alone with the Bible 
and God. It will take some super- 
vision from father and mother for 
younger children. But it will be 
the forming of a beautiful habit, 
one of the most essential habits 
that will almost guarantee a hap- 
py and useful Christian life for 
one who has trusted in Christ. 


II. The Prayers at Family 
Worship 


In another chapter we have sug- 
gested the reasons and time and 
method of family worship, but 
now a word ought to be said about 
the prayers at family worship. 


First, let every member of the 
family who is a Christian pray. 
Preferably, the prayers ought to 
come in order. Some person, prob- 
ably the father, ought to pray 
first, and then if each one prays 
in a regular order around the ta- 
ble, no one will be left out and 
each one will feel that he has a 
regular and usual part in the 
worship. 


Let the prayers be simple and 
direct and such that every mem- 
ber of the family can understand 
and in which all can join. Prayer 
should always bé very honest and 
openhearted, asking for what the 
heart craves and needs. The more 
simple and direct the prayers, the 
more likely they are honest pray- 
ers and the more likely God will 
be pleased with them. 

The family worship ought al- 
ways to include praise. Children 
ought to be taught to thank God 
for the rest of the night, to thank 
God for the meals, to thank God 
for mother and father, brothers 
and sisters, and other blessings. 

Often the father and mother 
will be called upon to suggest 
what the.children should pray for. 
Perhaps the children themselves 
should think about it ahead of 
time and suggest, before the pray- 
er, some things for which they 
Should ask. And they should sug- 
gest matters for thanksgiving too. 

The prayers ought to be prac- 
tical, and certainly the children 
should learn to pray for one an- 
other. Often at our breakfast ta- 
ble one of my girls has prayed, 
“Lord, help me to remember what 
I have learned and be able to ex- 
press myself on the test today and 
make a good grade.’ And often 
my girls have prayed for one of 
the sisters who was to take an 
examination or who needed help 
in a job, or who was to take part 
on a Christian program. “Lord, 
help Daddy to preach tonight and 
let souls be saved,’ has been a 
frequent prayer of little girls at 
our family altar many, many 
times through the years. 

A month before Mary Lloys, my 
second daughter, was married, 
nearly all her sisters prayed re- 
peatedly, “Lord, help us in the 
plans for the wedding that it may 
be beautiful, that Mary Lloys 
and Chuck will be happy, and 
that the ceremony may be a help 
and inspiration to others.” Then 
when the happy young couple 
were gone on their honeymoon, 
Mary Lloys’ sisters prayed for her 
happiness and safe return~- and 
prayed that the marriage might 
be all that we had hoped it would 
be. 

If one member of the family 
has a cold or any illness, all those 
around the table frequently pray 
for the dear one, whether presént 
or absent. How sweet to bear one 
another’s burdens, and find the 
family’s hearts knit together in 
prayer to God at the family wor- 
ship! 

Of course the parents will need 
to set the example about the un- 
selfish praying and bearing of one 
another’s burdens in prayer. Sure- 
ly the mother and father should 
call the children by name and 
pray God to bless them. If one has 
done wrong, then with loving 
heart the mother «and _ father 
should specially remember that 
one and plead with the Lord that 
he may be kept from any sin and 
that he may overcome any special 
temptation. I do not know of any- 
thing that is more likely to help 
a boy or girl to be good and honor 
his father and mother than to 
hear that father’s or mother’s lov- 
ing voice lifted in prayer for him. 


That is a sweet heritage that ev- 
ery child ought to be able to re- 
member always. Parents ought to 
pray for their children. They 
ought to pray for them at the 
family worship. 


This example has a blessed ef- 
fect on the children who join in 
the family worship. They enter 
into the burdens, the joys, the 
problems, the needs of the home. 
They join in prayer. The girls in 
our home pray for money to pay 
the college bills. They join in 
thanking God when He sends the 
money for necessary expenses, A 
spirit of unselfish prayer can be 
developed by the example of fa- 
ther and mother at the family 
altar. 

Little pumps feed. priming. Lit- 
tle children’ need suggestions 
about how to pray. Often the 
prayer ought to grow out of the 
Seripture that is read. A good 
promise might be quoted and 
memorized and its meaning ex- 
plained. Then it ought to be ap- 
plied to some personal need, and 
children will fee] free to pray for 
that need, on the authority of the 
Word of God. Often mother or 
father should simply suggest, ‘“‘Let 
us pray for So and So.” Or the 
father might ask, ‘“‘What shall we 
pray for today?” And then there 
is a general agreement about the 
prayer that must be pleasing to 
God. 


I suggest that the fathers and 
mothers be particularly careful 
that the language of their prayers 
be simple and direct. The ponder- 
ous and theological praying is 
very rarely in order. Elegant but 
obscure language with long words 
and high-sounding phrases have 
little place in prayer at any time, 
even public prayer in the church. 
They are utterly out of place at 
the family altar. Let prayer be 
simple and childlike and direct 
and sincere. Let the fathers and 
mothers pray such prayers as the 
children may emulate, at least in 
spirit. They certainly ought to be 
able to understand the words and 
join their hearts in the petitions 
that are uttered by father and 
mother. 


Ill. Thanks at Meals 


Perhaps there ought not to be 
many inflexible rules about a 
home. But certainly there ought 
to be a custom never broken of 
thanking God for meals. 


Ten times in the New Testa- 
ment we are told that Jesus gave 
thanks to God for food. Six times 
more we are told that He blessed 
the food before He ate or before 
He broke bread for others. If the 
dear Lord Jesus, our Saviour, the 
Maker of Heaven and earth, when 
in human form felt a gratitude 
welling up in His heart to His 
Heavenly Father; then how wick- 
ed are we if we do not likewise 
gratefully thank God! And if He, 
so busy, so crowded, so often in 
public, felt He must always give 
thanks for food, always ask the 
Father’s blessing upon it or bless 
it Himself, then surely we, too, 
ought never to taste food except 
with a prayer that God will bless 
it and with grateful hearts to the 
bountiful Creator who gave it. 


This custom of the Saviour in 
blessing bread was poignantly re- 
membered among His disciples. 
When Jesus had risen from the 
dead and walked one day on the 
road to Emmaus and drew near 
to two disciples, their grieved 
hearts were inattentive to the 
Stranger who walked beside them. 
And their eyes were temporarily 
blinded that they should not know 
the risen Saviour. Their hearts 
burned within them as He opened 
to them the Scriptures, but they 
did not recognize Him until they 
sat together for their supper at 
some little inn or home in Em- 
maus. Then, “it came.to pass, as 
he sat at meat with them, he took 
bread, and blessed it, and brake, 
and gave to them. And their eyes 
were opened, and they knew him; 
and he vanished out of their 
sight” (Luke 24:30, 31). You see, 
the blessing of the bread was such 
a custom with Jesus that the dis- 
ciples instantly recognized Him by 
this action. Oh, that we were as 
careful to give God the praise and 
to ask His blessing as was the 
Lord Jesus Himself! 

The twenty-seventh chapter of 
Acts gives us the graphic story 
of the shipwreck in the Mediter- 
ranean when Paul and his 275 
companions were driven for four- 
teen days in the doomed ship be- 
fore a tempest and then were 


cast upon an island. Read the fol- 
lowing thrilling words and see 
how Paul thanked God for food 
in the midst of terror on every 
side, 


“And while the day was coming 
on, Paul besought them all to 
take meat, saying, This day is the 
fourteenth day that ye have tar- 
ried and continued fasting, having 
taken nothing. Wherefore I pray 
you to take some meat: for this 
is for your health: for there shall 
not an hair fall from the head 
of any of you. And when he had 
thus spoken, he took bread, and 
gave thanks to God in presence of 
them all; and when he had broken 
it, he began to eat. Then were 
they all of good cheer, and they 
also took some meat. And we were 
in all in the ship two hundred 
threescore and sixteen souls.’’— 
Acts 27 :33-37. 


It must have been poor, cold, 
stale bread that Paul ate and had 
others eat that day in the midst 
of the tempest as the day, came 
on. Paul gave devout thanks to 
God! In such trouble, with their 
lives evidently in jeopardy, Paul 
might have been excused if he 
had held onto the ship’s rigging 
with one hand and eaten with the 
other and had forgotten the for- 
mality of thanking God. He might 
have thought, “I am thankful in 
my heart, but this is no time for 
the niceties of an orderly meal.” 
Or Paul might have thought that 
he, a prisoner, was in poor posi- 
tion to be leading in a prayer of 
thanksgiving among those 275 
others, some of them officers, 
some soldiers, some passengers, 
and some prisoners like himself. 
But that did not deter Paul. God 
had provided the food. Paul want- 
ed to eat it with a grateful heart. 
So there on the lurching ship Paul 
“took bread, and gave thanks to 
God in presence of them. all.” 
Thanksgiving at meals was an un- 
breakable custom with Paul and 
grew out of a heart of gratitude 
to God for His never-failing mer- 
cies. 

There is a special promise for 
those who give thanks to God for 
food. In I Timothy 4:1-5 we read: 

“Now the Spirit speaketh ex- 
pressly, that in the latter times 
some shall depart from the faith, 
giving heed to seducing spirits, 
and doctrines of devils; Speaking 
lies in hypocrisy; having their 
conscience seared with a.hot iron; 
Forbidding to marry, and com- 
manding to abstain from meats, 


which God hath created to be re- 
ceived with thanksgiving of them 
which believe and know the truth, 
For every creature of God is good, 
and nothing to be refused, if it be 
received’ with thanksgiving: For it 
is sanctified by the word of Ged 
and prayer.” 


Several facts are stated in this 
Scripture about thanksgiving for 
food. (1) God created meat “to 
be received with thanksgiving of 
them which believe and know the 
truth.” It is a fundamental plan 
of God who made food that it 
should be received with thanks- 
giving by all those who know God. 
(2) Any kind of meat is good for 
food, whether pork which Jews 
under the ceremonial law refused 
or the beef and lamb which they 
accepted. The important thing is 
not whether it is beef or pork but 
Whether one thanks God for it. 
There are now no ceremonial re- 
strictions on the kind of feod peo- 
ple eat, just so they thank God for 
it. (3) The food itself is blessed by 
the Word of God and prayer. 

I believe that the family in 
Which the people always thank 
God for’ food, in which the chil- 
dren are taught to be reverent 
and grateful, and in which Scrip- 
ture is used in family worship 
ought to expect better health 
than families which do not so 
thank God. God has sanctified the 
food in such a home. It will be 
blessed to better health and to 
more enjoyment by the kindly, 
loving God who gave it, if it be 
received with thanksgiving. 

Christian people should always 
thank God for meals even in a 
public place. If you are in a res- 
tavrant alone you need not pray 
aloud, perhaps, but you can bow 
your head and thank God. If two 
Christians or more are in a public 
eating place, nothing could be 
more proper than that they should 
bow their heads and one of them 
should modestly thank God for 
the food and ask His blessing up- 
on it. Someone may feel it is a 
show of Christianity and that it 
might leave a bad impression upon

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when He tells us that this world 
is lost—to get Christian people to 
believe. it, to say nothing of the 
unsaved. If I could get unsaved 
people who hear me preach to face 
the fact that the Bible says they 
are lost, just to face the fact that 
they are really and truly lost and 
that they do not have a hope in 
this world, they would be saved. 
The reason people are not saved is 
because théy absolutely refuse to

admit to themselves that they are 
lost. When you get a fellow to face 
the fact that he is lost, when he 
looks that awful truth right 
squarely in the face, I tell you, he 
is not far from the kingdom of 
God. 


But in spite of all that God says 
about it, even multitudes of pro- 
fessing Christians never have yet 
admitted the fact that everybody 
is lost until he is born again by 


the Spirit of God. There are 
even great denominations that 
teach that all you have to do is 
just bring a child up in the church 
and he is all right. In spite of the 
fact that the Bible says we are 
shapen in iniquity; ‘behold, I was 
shapen in iniquity; and in sin did 
my: mother conceive me” (Ps. 
51:5); in spite of the fact that.the 
Bible says, “The wicked are es- 
tranged from the womb; they go 
astray as soon as they be born, 
speaking lies” (Ps. 58:3); in spite 
of the fact that the Bible says, ‘“‘in 
Adam all die” (I Cor. 15:22), still 
there are people who believe and

Bless your life, my two were not 
born little angels. Yours might 
have been, but mine were not. 
This foolishness of. the psycholo- 
gists of the last generation that 
children are born little angels, and 
that you must not ever say no, 
and that you must not ever say 
don’t, and that you must not put 
any restrictions on this little lad 
but just “let the rosebuds unfold 
of their own’’—yes, they taught it.

Mighty few people have known 
in advance the time or manner of 
their death. For the overwhelming 
majority of us, death comes sud- 
denly and unexpectedly—preclud- 
ing any possibility of making fur- 
ther arrangements about meeting 
God. That preparation should be 
taken care of now while there is 
sufficient opportunity. 

If your obituary were to be read 
within the coming week, what 
would it say about your relation-

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the onlookers. On the contrary, no 
one in the world, I think, would 
say that it is out of place to thank 
God, and no one would feel that 
thanks for food was improper. 
Rather, if one has any sense of 
decency, he will say that the man 
who believes in God ought to be 
grateful to Him. Certainly one 
who did not appear to be grateful 
would be giving a poor testimony 
of his Saviour in the public place. 
I have made the simple resolution 
that anywhere I could not feel 
free to thank God for food, I 
ought not to eat. Anywhere I can-. 
not take my Lord with me and_ 
give Him due credit, I ought not 
to go. 

If I eat in a home of others who 
do not ask me to pray or give 
thanks and who do not themselves 
give thanks, perhaps I would not 
always speak up boldly and ask 
that we all bow our heads. Paul 
did that on the ship where he was 
‘a prisoner. I think usually if a 
Christian wanted to thank God for 
food nearly anywhere people 
would respect him for it. But if 
one eats at the table with others 
-who are not Christians and does 
not feel like asking them to join 
him in thanks to God, at least 
he can himself bow his head and 
silently give thanks to God who is 
the Maker of every good and per- 
fect gift, and who in unchanging 
providence blesses us with fresh 
provisions every day. 

Who should return thanks at 
the family table? I think ordinar- 
ily the father. If the father is not 
present, perhaps the mother 
should do so. Since the father is 
the head of the home and is to 
speak for his family as God’s 
deputy in many matters, it seems 
fitting that the father should 
speak to God and express the 
thanks of all hearts for the food. 
At our home I have usually led 
in thanks at the table. | 

However, there is no rule for 
that. I often ask at the table, 
“Who would like to thank God 
for our food today?” And some 
one of the family’ volunteers. 
Sometimes I call on one or another 
by name. 

I think it is all right for little 
children to thank God for food. 
For that purpose perhaps they 
ought to be taught some little 
prayer and taught the meaning of 
it. Then in that prayer they may 
express the gratitude of their 
hearts until they are able more 
freely to frame the words from 
their own hearts. But it is my 
judgment that usually forms are 
not best and that each one ought 
to thank God from his _ heart. 
Surely the prayer of ° thanks 
should be genuine and _ every 
heart around the table ought to be 
taught to praise God earnestly for 
the food which He has given. 

Sometimes the baby of the fam- 
ily is taught to return thanks for 
food. But too often this is only 
play to the child, and mother and 
father proudly show him off to 
visitors and have him repeat his 
cute words of thanks. But they 
afte thinking more of how bright 
the child is than of how good God 
is to give the food, I fear. Let 
the thanksgiving be sincere and 
genuine. If little children give 
thanks, let them be taught to do

it earnestly and simply and not 
to be heard of men, and certainly 
not to show off before company. 
And while the children are taught 
to thank God, the father, or some 
other member of the _ family, 
should earnestly express’ the 
thanks of the family assembled, 


IV. The Children’s Bedtime 
Prayers 
‘“‘Now I lay me down to sleep, 
I pray the Lord my soul to keep; 
If I should die before I wake, 
I pray the Lord my soul to take; 


} And this I, ask, foxy Jesus’ sake. 


Amen,” 


How many thousands of little 
children have sleepily said the 
words of this little bedtime pray- 
er as mothers knelt beside them 
by the bed or as they knelt by 
mothers’ rockers with their heads 
perhaps -upon their mothers’ 
knees! 


There are many reasons why 
it is wise to have prayer with the 
little ones before they go to bed. 
It is a time of good-bye, Little 
children hate to go to bed and 
go to sleep. They sometimes dread 
the dark. More often they do not 
want to leave the excitement of 
company and the fascinating 
things that grown peoplé do after 
little children go to bed! At any 
rate, there ought to be a little 
ceremony and a solemn prayer to 
God to make bedtime holy and 
give a restful peace to children’s 
hearts. 


After a little memorized prayer, 
the child should be taught to add 
some honest petitions of his own, 
like “God bless Daddy, and God 
bless Mama, and God bless Grand- 
mother,” and should remember to 
ask God to bless his brothers and 
sisters by name. When my young- 
est daughter was taught to pray, 
sometimes the Lord’s prayer and 
sometimes “Now I lay me,” she 
was taught always to follow with 
simple words of her own. She 
came to trust Christ as her Sav- 
iour when she was five years old, 
so most of the time she had a 
right to call God her Father. We 
have taught her to say, “Help me 
to be a good girl and mind Mother 
and Daddy.” Often she prays for 
people who have been in the home 
during the day, or for her school- 
mates, or for her teacher. It is 
perfectly proper for mother or 
daddy to suggest to the little one 
the things for which he or she 
ought to pray. 


The childhood prayer ought not 
to be raced off without attention 
and as a mere form. The child 
should feel that he is in the pres- 
ence of God and that he is honestly 
making petition to a loving Heav- 
enly Father who is willing to hear 
and who longs to bless him. 

Take time for the prayers at 
bedtime. Sometimes the _ child 
kneels by mother or daddy. We 
Have found it nice that mother or 
daddy should kneel by the bedside 
and pray and then have the little 
one pray. Then the child can be 
tucked into bed and given the 
good night kiss. Sometimes it is 
necessary for an older sister to 
pray with the child. But always 
it ought to be a time very sweet 
and precious, and it certainly will 
be that to the child if the father 
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or mother takes time and takes 
it seriously. 


When my older daughters were 
very small I thought perhaps 
there was too much form and 
ceremony about the bedtime pray- 
ers, Although we taught them to 
pray, we did not make a ritual 
of the bedtime prayer. I wish 
now that we had. It has been very 
precious with our younger chil- 
dren and I am sure has been as 
sweet to the father and mother 
as it has been helpful to the little 
ones. 


V. Prayers for Special 
Occasions as Needed 


There is good reason to have 
regular times of prayer. But cer- 
tainly there are many reasons also 
for having special prayers on spe- 
cial occasions. 


Blessed is the Christian who 
forms the habit of turning natur- 
ally to God in prayer every time 
a special need arise. Since the 
members of a Christian family 
should be very intimate and near 
to one another, of course there 
will be many occasions through 
the day to pray or to thank God. 


After we moved from Dallas, 
Texas, to Wheaton, Illinois, in 
1940, I took the entire family 
back to Texas on a brief visit. 
While there I preached:in the 
home church where I had been 
pastor for years. On our return 
we followed a very common cus- 
tom. At the start of a journey we 
pray for guidance and for safety 
and for happiness on the road. 
On this particular day of which I 
speak we asked God to keep us 
on the right road, to make us hap- 
py together on our vacation trip, 
and particularly we asked God to 
help us find some precious soul 
that we could win that day. 


In Oklahoma we got on the 
wrong highway. There had been a 
detour and perhaps I did not 
watch the signs as closely as I 
might. At any rate, we found our- 
selves some thirty miles off the 
road. We stopped at a filling sta- 
tion to inquire the road. I felt 
a little strange that God had al- 
lowed us to miss the road after 
we had so definitely prayed for 
His guidance. But there I found 
an openhearted man who needed 
the Gospel. He was hungry for for- 
giveness and salvation. He was 
glad to pray with me and asked 
the Lord Jesus to come into his 
heart and forgive his sins. Ear- 
nestly he thanked me for talking 
to him about his soul. I left 
some tracts with him, urged him 
to make his conversion known to 
the public and to get in a church 
with God’s people, and we went on 
our way. A. chorus arose from the 
car, my daughters reminding me 
that we had prayed just an hour 
or two before that God would 
guide us on the journey and that 
He would help us to win a soul 
that day! God led us out of our 
way to the soul we prayed for. 
They were happy that they had 
joined with me in the prayer and 
that they had seen the answer 
too. 

Always when we start on a 
journey we ask God for His pro- 
tection. No doubt that is one rea- 
son why we have never had any 
serious accident in many tens of 
thousands of miles of driving. 

Nearly every child is at some 
time or other afraid of storms, 
afraid of lightning and thunder. 
So we have found it wise with 
each of our children when they 
become frightened simply to stop 
and pray. We teach the child that 
God watches over His children 
and that we are perfectly safe to 
trust in Him. When there is. the 
example of a father and mother 
who are cheerful and unmoved 
by the lightning and thunder and 
wind, and of older chjidren like- 
wise unafraid, and the sweet 
comfort that comes from the 
Word of God that He watches 
over His own and a definite 
prayer that God will take care 
of us, most little children are then 
no longer afraid. All of our chil- 
dren very soon became happily 
accustomed to trusting the Lord 
in such matters and are now unaf- 
fected by any weather conditions 
or normal hazards. 

In the junior high school, in the 
room with one of my daughters, 
a little boy was taken suddenly 
sick with polio, and died within 
two days. My daughter came 
home deeply distressed, partly 
from grief and I think partly from 
fear. Mrs. Rice promptly sat down 
and read with her the marvelous 


, 


ninety-first Psalm. “He _ that 
dwelleth in the secret place of the 
most High shall abide under the 
shadow of the Almighty. I will say 
of the Lord, He is my refuge and 
my fortress: my God; in him will 
I trust. Surely he shall deliver 
thee from the snare of the fowler, 
and from the noisome pestilence. 
He shall cover thee with his fea- 
thers, and under his wings shalt 
thou trust: his truth shall be thy 
shield and buckler. Thou shalt not 
be afraid for the terror by night; 
nor for the arrow that flieth by 
day; Nor for the pestilence that 
walkketh in darkness; nor for the 
destruction that wasteth at noon- 
day .... Because thou hast made 
the Lord, which is my refuge, 
even the most High, thy habita- 
tion; There shall no evil befall 
thee, neither shall any plague 
come nigh thy dwelling. For he 
shall give his angels charge over 
thee, to keep thee in all thy ways’ 
(Psa, 91:1-6, 9-11). After such 
Scriptures and a quiet prayer of 
committal to the Lord, my daugh- 
ter’s fears were gone and. her 
heart was comforted -and she 
could eat again and be happy. 

It is obvious that many occa- 
sions will arise when two of the 
family or all of the family ought 
to have prayer together over some 
special need or for comfort in 
some trouble or for forgiveness 
for some sin. 

Sometimes when it has been 
necessary to punish one of the 
children we have “talked it over 
and the child has been willing to 
confess with tears her sin. And 
then we went together to God in 
prayer asking Him to forgive the 
little one and to help her do right 
in the future. 

I believe that the prayers of 
little children need net be just a 
form. I believe that God hears 
the prayer of a child who is taught 
to pray in faith, taught to pray in 
the will of God, and on the basis 
of promises in the Scripture. 
Prayer, if resorted to continually 
about commonplace needs, can be- 
come the most real and precious 
thing in the life of a child who 
has been taught to trust Christ 
and love the Lord. 


Not long ago my daughter, who 
was then seven, lost a _ record 
card from school. After looking 
far and near, high and low, she 
and her mother decided to pray 
about it. When the little girl, 
kneeling by her bed, had prayed 
for God to help her find the lost 
card, she opened her eyes, and lo, 
they fell upon the lost article at 
once! She praised God for it, 
laughed for joy, and wrote her 


daddy how God had answered her 
prayer. 

Not long ago we got into the 
car to go to the office. Several of 
the daughters in the summertime 
were working full time in the 
Sword of the Lord Publishers of- 
fice. I should be there at eight- 
thirty for the period of devotion 
and prayer. The car would not 
start. There was gas in the gas 
tank. Nothing that I knew of was 
wrong, and yet the car did not 
start. After stepping on the start- 
er several times I sat rather non- 
plused. Joy, seven years old, who 
sat beside me, said, “Daddy, I 
know what we should do!” Rather 
facetiously and with not much 
good humor, I answered, “Yes, I 
suppose we could push the car 
down the street.” 

“No, that was not what I 
meant,” she said. 

“Then what could we do, dear?” 
I asked. 

“We could pray!” she said, very 
quietly. 

Rebuked in my heart, I bowed 
my head and_there aloud asked 
God to help us start the car, since 
I had already done all I knew 
to do and we would be late for 
the office time of worship which 
began at eight-thirty unless we 
could go at once. After the prayer 
I stepped on the starter, the 
motor caught at once, and we 
went on our way. My heart was 
greatly blessed. I believe God 
cared about our prayers and that 
it is proper and right to pray 
about such matters. He has start- 
ed .my car for me many a time 
when I could not. 

These are only illustrations of 
the fact that there ought to be 
many times of special prayer in a 
Christian home and family. 

My good wife and I have had 
some precious times of prayer in 
the night when each of us was 
awake. We often pray together at 
bedtime and some days we pray 
several times during the day about 
various problems that arise. 


About the temple at Jerusalem 
Jesus said, “It is written, my 
house shall be called the house 
of prayer.” But every home ought 
also to be a house of prayer, 
Blessed is a family that remem- 
bers to pray, not only at the reg 
ular appointed seasons of prayer 
but on special occasions as need 
arises or as the heart feels the 
call to pray.
